MARYLAND 
Hall of Fame 


Eddie Arcaro, Earl Sande. and George 
Woolf have been voted into the Jockey 
Hall of Fame at Pimlico Race Course. 

The 3 jockeys were selected in a national 
poll of press. radio. and television. One 
was selected from riders still active and 
who have been riding at least 10 years. 
Two selections were made from jockeys 
now inactive. 

Of the active jockeys Arcaro was the 
choice over Johnny Longden and Ted 
Atkinson. The other category was led by 
Earl Sande. followed in order by George 
Woolf. Isaac Murphy. Tod Sloan. Walter 
Miller. Raymond Workman. and LaVerne 
Fator. 

Plans are for an annual poll to add a 
few jockeys each year. Portraits of the 
jockeys selected will be placed in the 
club house dining room at the Pimlico 
track. 


Three Wins in the Slop 


Battimore. In another fortnight or 
so, when results of the polls to determine 
the year’s best race horses are announced, 
the full impact of Nail’s Pimlico Futurity 
victory may be known. Prior to his Mary- 
land conquest. Mrs. Anson A. Bigelow’s 
2-year-old *Nirgal colt boasted creden- 
tials comparable to those of Needles. 
Prince John. Career Boy. and Swoon’s 
Son. Whether or not the Pimlico Futurity. 
final big test for juveniles. will propel 
him to the head of his class is one of the 
more intriguing aspects of this season’s 
balloting. 

The wide divergence of opinion on the 
merits of the 2-year-olds of 1955 is sure 
to be reflected in the championship  vot- 
ing. A tabulation of about one-half of 
the anticipated returns in America’s old- 
est and most comprehensive poll. con- 
ducted by Turf and Sport Digest maga- 
zine, showed the voting to be so close in 
the 2-year-old and handicap divisions that 
a single ballot could completely revise 
the standings. 


November 26, 1955 


With Futurity day came the first snow- 
fall of Baltimore’s winter. While the 
temperature hovered in the mid-30’s, big 
white flakes flew so thick and fast during 
the first 2 races that silks could not be 
distinguished on the backstretch. By post 
time for the feature the skies were clear- 
ing. but a 2-inch mantle of white covered 
the infield. Weather conditions were mis- 
erable for the 14,902 brave and shivering 
fans, but they were tailor-made for Nail. 
Whatever else he has shown, Nail has 
proved that he can mud. All 3. of his 
stakes victories, the Remsen at Jamaica 
and the Belmont and Pimlico Futurities. 
were accomplished over sloppy tracks. 


The Front-Runner 


All but 9 of the original 1.583 nomi- 
nees had defected by the time the race 
was run. Each starter carried 122 pounds. 
and 5 of them — Countermand,. Eastgate. 
Royal Sting. Jovial Jove. and Nail — had 
proved their mettle in stakes company 
previously. Rounding out the field was 
Maine Chance Farm’s first-time starter 
Lord Admiral, whose only contribution 
was delaying the start. Nahodah, Tul- 
chan, and Born Mighty were late 
scratches. 

Once Eddie Blind freed the field it was 
Nail all the way. Jovial Jove, which had 
dusted off Swoon’s Son in the Breeders’ 
Futurity, made a pass at the leader on the 
turn into the backstretch, but lacked the 
stuff to stay with the web-footed gray.

Later Eastgate. under Eddie Arcaro’s 
hustling. tried to prompt Nail but he, too, 
lacked the stuff to stick with the pace- 
setter. 

Not until the final quarter could the 
9-horse field muster another challenge. 
Then, with Eastgate dropping back. Wil- 
lie Hartack closed in with Liberty Sun, 
and between calls got to within a neck of 
the leader. But the Sun Again colt 
couldn’t sustain his drive. Nail likewise 
was tiring in the stretch. and Hedley 
Woodhouse had to ply his whip vigorously 
when. approaching the sixteenth-pole, his 
mount shied from the starting gate. Under 
steady flailing, Nail slipped past the mir- 
ror a length and a half ahead of Liberty 
Sun. which held a similar margin over 
Brandywine Stable’s Countermand. The 
latter colt was running best of all at the 
finish, but he was much too late to threat- 
en the top pair. Eastgate finished fourth, 
another 415 lengths back. The Midwest- 
ern colts Royal Sting and Jovial Jove were 
well beaten. sixth and seventh. 

When the winner’s time of 1:47 is 
broken down, the fractions amply  illus- 
trate the tiring effect of the sticky and 
slippery track. The quarters. all credited 
to Nail, were 2245, 2345. 2515. 2815. and 
the final sixteenth in 7 seconds. On a 
track labeled good, the 4-year-old War 
Finish. a $2.500 claiming plater, had 
negotiated the same distance in the first 
race in 1:48, 

Nail’s share of the $79,350 gross purse 
was $67.980. which boosted his earnings 
to $239.930 and made him the leading 
money gleaner of his generation. 


Calumet’s Role 


The winner was favored in the betting 
at 6 to 5 and paid $4.40. Calumet’s entry 
of Liberty Sun and Eastgate was second 
choice at 19 to 10, probably on the 
strength of Eastgate’s Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins victory at Laurel 4 days earlier. 
The Futurity was Liberty Sun’s first out- 
ing in 3 weeks. While he had trained 
well. his chances no doubt were com- 
promised when a Laurel race for which 
he was entered failed to fill. 

Bill Hartack. who will do the bulk of 
Calumet’s saddle work in Florida this 
winter, rode Eastgate to his victory in 
the Jenkins, but he chose Liberty Sun as 
his Futurity mount. After the race the 
nation’s leading rider said that Liberty 
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Sun raced greenly and didn't seem to 
know what was expected of him when he 
ranged up alongside Nail in the stretch. 
It was his first essay at more than 6 fur- 
longs. and he was a tired colt at the end. 

It was expected that the Calumet entry 
would attempt to one-two Nail but it de- 
veloped that on a muddy track Eastgate 
didn’t have the early speed to harass the 
Bigelow colt, leaving the issue squarely up 
to Liberty Sun. which lacked the required 
bottom. 


Mind of His Own 


Nail is a good-dispositioned colt as long 
as he can have his own way. but he is in- 
clined to be rank when he hooks up with 
another speed horse. This obstreperous- 
ness cost him whatever chance he might 
have had in the Garden State Stakes. when 
he and Polly’s Jet engaged in a pitched 
battle at the bell and cooked themselves 
to a turn in the first 6 furlongs. Unless 
curbed, this unruliness may cost Nail other 
rich prizes. 

He is a grand-looking. strong-limbed 
colt, standing about 15.3. Trainer Maje 
Odom despaired of his future last May 
when, in the National Stallion Stakes, Nail 
caught his stifle coming out of the gate 
sidewise. After altering his course several 
times he managed to finish third, but he 
cooled out dead lame behind. Odom didn’t 
have a saddle on him for the next 6 weeks 
and he wasn’t at all sure that the gray 
would ever race again. 

Mrs. Anson Bigelow. wife of a retired 
Navy commander. did not witness her 
good colt’s rich victory. She had come 
up from her Palm Beach home to see Nail 
run for the first time in the Garden State 
Stakes. The result must have discour- 
aged her. 

On November 25 Nail will be shipped 
from Belmont to Hialeah where his next 
major engagement will be the Flamingo. 

Before boarding a plane for Kansas 
City. Jimmy Jones paused to discuss plans 
for Liberty Sun and Eastgate. Both are 
bound for Hialeah where they will be 
pointed for the 3-year-old classics. Asked 
if he had a preference, Jones said that it 
was a mite too early to evaluate them. 
They were brought along slowly and still 
are in need of seasoning. 

Eastgate’s development was retarded by 
bucked shins and sore heels. For the lat- 
ter condition Jimmy devised a_ leather 
doughnut-shaped protective device to fit 
around Eastgate’s hind pasterns. He ap- 
plied it for the first time in the Jenkins. 
was quite pleased with its winning re- 
sults. Eastgate didn’t appear to fancy 
the sloppy Futurity track. on which the 
effectiveness of his doughnut rig was 
lessened. 

Liberty Sun also has had his troubles. 
In his maiden victory at Washington Park 
he pulled up with a sore foot. It was 
thought that he had broken a bone but, 
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fortunately, X-rays did not confirm the 
early diagnosis. He has been used spar- 
ingly since, starting 3 times. He shows 
promise of developing into a first-class 
3-year-old. 


Speaking of Bones 


A broken bone in his left front foot 
has thrown Paper Tiger out of the Pim- 
lico Special on November 26. With the 
exception of Social Outcast, which rusti- 
cated for a brief spell at Sagamore Farm 
after his third in the Washington, D. C.. 
International, the remaining probables for 
the Special were on the grounds last week. 
If all gees well. Hasseyampa. Mister Gus. 
Thinking Cap, Nance’s Lad. Sailor, Pren- 
dase, Jet Action, and Social Outcast are 
expected to contest the invitational issue. 

Senor Jose Federico Siccardi, owner of 
Prendase, which turned in a smashing sec- 
ond in the International, advises that 
while his colt is responding well to his 
new environment, he will start only if he 
shows himself to be 100 per cent fit. 
Siceardi wants very much to be repre- 
sented in the Special. but he fears that 
the effects of acclimatization will overtake 
his horse before the $50.000 race. At the 
first sign of listlessness Prendase will be 
withdrawn. When the Special is run he 
will have been in this country 18 days.

ARKANSAS 
Off With Their Heads! 


The governor of Arkansas last week gave 
the ax to 10 of the 11 members of the 


State Racing Commission who ostensibly 
had favored giving Oaklawn Park’s racing 
franchise to other promoters. A_ forced 
resignation for the 11th commissioner 
reportedly is in the mill. 

The racing commission began falling 
from official grace in October, shortly 
after the State Supreme Court ruled that 
a franchise held by Oaklawn Park. the 
state’s only track, was invalid and ordered 
the commission to reopen bids (The 
Blood-Horse of October 22. page 939), 
Bids came in from Oaklawn. the Eastern 
Racing Association, and an unidentified 
group. 

On November 17 the Arkansas Demo- 
crat, a newspaper published in Little 
Rock, reported that a majority on the 
commission favored the bid of Eastern, 
in opposition to Gov.

ARIZONA 


Compromised 


The Arizona Racing Commission last 
week threatened to revoke the 1956 racing 
dates it has granted to Turf Paradise. 
Inc.. and the Ingleside Turf Club (Arizona 
Downs). 

The commission last month gave Turf 
Paradise and Arizona Downs. both of 
which are within a few miles of Phoenix. 
45-day meetings opening on January 4. 
and told the tracks to “compromise their 
differences” so that both would not be 
operating on the same days. Each track. 
indicating its preference for racing only 
on the week-ends, turned a chilly shoul- 
der to the suggestion that one track take 
weekdays. the other the week-ends. 

The commission asked the attorney 
general's office if both permits could be 
revoked. An attorney replied that since 
dates were granted with the understand- 
ing the tracks would work out an agree- 
ment. revocation was in order. The com- 
mission then announced that Turf Para- 
dise and Arizona Downs had until De- 
cember 2 to come to terms. If no agree- 
ment has been reached by then. the com- 
mission will hold a hearing for the pur- 
pose of revoking both permits. 

O. L. McDaniel. chairman of the com- 
mission. said that racing definitely would 
be held in Phoenix this winter. “We did 
not intend to imply there will be no horse 
racing in January in ordering the opera- 
tors to show cause why their racing 
permits should not be canceled. If the 
tracks cannot come to us by December 2 
with a sound proposal to eliminate con- 
current racing dates, we will cancel their 
permits. We then will call another meet- 
ing for about December 17. at which time 
we will issue dates as we see fit.” 

Meanwhile, there hangs over the tracks’ 
heads a threat of the Horsemen’s Bene- 
volent and Protective Association to boy- 
cott both meetings. Apprised of the con- 
flict in dates, the purse committee of the 
HBPA sent word to horsemen not to 
ship to Phoenix. 

“This conflict could result in a drastic 
reduction in purse distribution actually 
paid as against purses appearing in the 
condition books of these tracks. . . . Horse- 
men are therefore warned not to ship to 
Phoenix unless they are financially pre- 
pared to operate on a scale of purses 
greatly reduced from amounts advertised 
in the condition books.” said the com- 
mittee.

Accompanying the late Wil- 
liam Woodward Jr.’s big colt were Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Misty Morn and High Voltage 
and Ogden Phipps’ 2-year-old filly Pro 
Bono, due a vacation in Kentucky, and the 
3-year-old fillies Stretch and Narrative, 
slated for retirement. 

John Ludwig. one of the executors of 
the Woodward estate, said Nashua was 
being sent to Claiborne to get him out of 
New York’s cold weather while a decision 
is made regarding his future. 


“Nothing has been decided yet about 
this horse. or about the rest of the Belair 
organization, but we expect to arrive at a 
decision within 2 weeks. . . . He will re- 
main there until our plans are settled,” 
Ludwig said.

Chicago Gets Burton 


The 3 principal Chicago race tracks— 
Arlington and Washington Parks and Bal- 
moral—last week anounced that they had 
hired Fred Burton as racing secretary 
“for the co-ordinated 97-day meetings.” 
Burton replaces F. G. (Pat) Farrell, who 
resigned early this fall. 

The announcement said that Burton 
would act as “chairman of a new, 3-man 
board of handicappers, which also will in- 
clude Thomas E. (Tommy) Trotter, assist- 
ant racing secretary, and Robert L. 
Epstein. who is assistant director of racing 
of the 3 associations.” 

Burton will continue as racing secretary 
at Keeneland. where he has served since 
the Kentucky track opened in 1936. 

Trotter entered Thoroughbred racing 9 
years ago as an assistant to the late John 
B. Campbell. He has been on the secre- 
tary’s staff at Arlington and Washington 
Parks for 2 years. 

Epstein gave up the practice of law to 
join the Arlington-Washington staff last 
year. In his new capacity he will act as 
liaison between the secretary’s office and 
management. 

The statement said that “the racing as- 
sociations believe that this special board 
of handicappers should be created and 
equipped with sufficient manpower to 
compile and maintain the most complete 
record possible of all horses that race in 
the handicap division.” 


MICHIGAN 


Turf Club Bows Out 


Detroit. On September 25, 1953, racing 
commissioner James H. Inglis vetoed the 
plans of 2 different groups for a new race 
track in metropolitan Detroit on the ground 
that “there is no shortage of race tracks or 
race meetings.” 

Two months later a group of Detroit 
businessmen formed the Michigan Thor- 
oughbred Turf Club and took up the 
challenge. Last week, after two years of 
fruitless effort. they had to admit that 
they, too, were licked. 

In a letter to Inglis, attorneys for the 
Turf Club withdrew the group’s applica- 
tion for a license. The Turf Club, said 
Joseph J. Marshall and Henry C. Murray, 
had all the plans necessary for a racing 
plant “second to none in Michigan,” but 
there was no place to build it. 

Even in defeat, though, there was a note 
of defiance. “There are those among 
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the group who feel that another race track 
of high quality in the Detroit metropolitan 
area is not only desirable. but also in the 
best interest of the racing public,” said the 
letter. “Should the members who enter- 
tain this feeling regroup and are able to 
find a desirable site. another application 
will be filed and vigorously prosecuted.” 

The blow that laid the Turf Club low 
was indirectly the work of the Michigan 
racing commissioner and his legal staff. 
Through their investigations it was alleged 
that 2 officials of Troy Township had 
acquired options on 200 acres of land and 
had planned to sell it to the Turf Club at 
a profit of $130.000 (The Blood-Horse of 
November 5, page 1101).

A Syndicated Laboratory 


The equipment and extensive records of 
the laboratory established by Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard Reineman, of Crown Crest 
Farm. Lexington. have been purchased by 
a group of veterinarians who plan to con- 
tinue the operation under the name of 
Kentucky Veterinary Laboratories. Inc.. 
which will be organized formally in the 
near future. 

The laboratory will be moved from a 
farm on the Lexington-Paris road to a 
more convenient location in Lexington. 
and will continue to offer its services in 
urinalysis. red cell determination, blood 
chemistry. and bacteriological examina- 
tion. Samples will be accepted from any 
veterinarian. and from any phase of horse. 
cattle, or small animal practice. according 
to Dr. H. H. Sutton, spokesman for the 
purchasers. 

Dale Henthorn. chief technician for the 
Crown Crest laboratory. will remain in 
charge of it under the new ownership. He 
has accumulated in the last few years what 
is probably the largest available group of 
records establishing normal values. and 
degrees of departure from the norms. in 
equine practice. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reineman sold the labora- 
tory at cost. Dr. Sutton said. Any profits 
which accrue from its operation will be 
used to repay the purchase cost and to 
subsidize research in the clinical applica- 
tions of blood chemistry.

Mrs. Serdar opened the door of the 
large white house and explained that she 
was sorry but Paul was out of town for 
the day. She invited us in, but Kelly. who 
was proving to be a guide of exceptional 
energy and durability, said thanks, but 
we'd just take a peek into the yearling 
barn, then skip down the road to Barring- 
ton. 

The yearling and broodmare barns, set 
close together not far from the house, had 
the look of French provincial architecture. 
An old genlteman, who had been watching 
us from the door of the yearling barn. said 
howdy and then walked us through the 
barn, chatting about the horses. 


“Bred 10 mares this year. got 8 in foal.” 
he said. “The baby colts are eating 8 
quarts twice a day, and I’m not kidding 
you, brother.” 

He opened the stalls of 3 yearling fillies 
by Count Domino and showed us another 
filly by Corona Corona. 

“Biggest fillies I ever saw.” said Kelly. 


“Get good feed here, Mr. Kelly. Best 
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there is.” the old man said. “Sure wish 
Mr. Serdar was here to tell you about these 
yearlings.” 

We said we were sorry to have missed 
him. then ran for the car. 

As we drove to Barrington, Kelly and

Roth filled me in on the farming opera- 
tions of J. L. Younghusband, who last 
July had spent more for yearlings at 


Keeneland than any buyer in the rich -

View Farm. also the name of the Young- 
husband racing stable. There he kept 
Standardbreds. His Thoroughbred horses 
were quartered on some land he_ had 
bought in September from the estate of 
M. A. Kern, and this place Younghusband 
called Lexington Fields. 


“An old friend of yours from Kentucky 
is on the new farm—Pete Williams. who 
used to be at Duntreath Farm,” Kelly said. 

We drove past the handsome Kern resi- 
dence to the large training barn, where 
we were met by Williams, who had been 
doing some minor carpentry. He put it 
aside and walked with us to the back of 
the barn where we could look out on the 
farm. 


“No, we didn’t buy all the farm—just 
52 acres of paddocks and a half-mile train- 
ing track and this barn.” he said. “It’s 
all in grass. You can see we're building 
some more fences. and Mr. Younghusband 
is going to buy a starting gate for the 
training track.” 

Williams explained that the training 
barn was an eighth of a mile around and 
that it then housed the 28 yearlings from 
the Keeneland sales, 2 colts by Lextown, 
and 12 horses in training.

Patricia Prince’s place, and Tom Ryan 
turned out to be manager of her 80-acre 
Rolling Acres Farm at 159th Street and 
Central Avenue, about a 15-minute ride 
from Hawthorne race track. 

Ryan’s house and a huge training barn 
stood on the perimeter of a large concrete 
courtyard. We knocked on the door of 
the house, and the farm manager, a middle- 
aged man in slouch hat and loose jacket. 
came out to meet us and led the party to 
the barn. 

We stepped into a room about 45 feet 
square. In the far left corner. beneath 
2 floodlights, stood an operating table. 
and in the far right-hand corner were 2 
large gas furnaces. Along the left side 
of the room were open stalls. and on the 
right were doors to 2 smaller adjoining 
-rooms. 

Ryan took us into one of the smaller 
rooms and showed us a 115-volt, 245KVA 
X-ray machine. The other room was a 
laboratory. 

“The idea of the place was to make it 
a kind of hospital for broodmares. horses 
which have gone bad on the track. or for 
young horses which couldn’t stand train- 
ing for some reason or other. Mr. Prince 
started the place about a year ago. and 
when he died last August Mrs. Prince

The hospital is open to veterinarians who wish to use it. 


When an operation is completed the table is tilted and the door of the recovery 
room is lowered, allowing the horse to be slipped very easily into the stall. 


decided to carry on. He was in the 
construction business in Chicago, and Mrs. 
Prince lives in the city,” Ryan said. 

The operating table was little different 
from that I had seen at Crown Crest Farm 
and at Dr. E. W. Thomas’ clinic at Lex- 
ington. The principal difference was that 
this table was padded. In front of the 
table was a large recovery stall. padded to 
a beieht of about 4 feet with “rubberized 
hair.” 


Ryan showed us how a horse could be 
removed from the table to the recovery 
stall. When the operation is completed. 
the table is tilted slightly toward the stall. 
and the door of the stall. hinged at the 
bottom rather than at the side. is lowered 
to meet the near edge of the table. The 
animal then is allowed to slide off the 
table and along the incline of the door 
into the stall. 


Ryan led us through a doorway near 
the recovery stall into the other part of 
the barn. This section was built some- 
think like a giant E, with stalls along each 
corridor. The first section of 8 stalls was 
for horses being painted or fired. and 
there were only 3 horses in them at the 
time. 


“There is more calcification of knees 
and ankles today than I’ve ever seen be- 
fore.” Ryan said. as we went through the 
barn. “A colt bumps his ankle, and the 
trainer freezes it, always trying to get one 
more race out of him.” 

“I want you to see how this barn is 
built.” he said. “See there. at the base 
of the wall, the first 3 concrete blocks 
above the ground have been filled with 
concrete so the moisture can’t work up 
into the blocks in the wall. It works very 
well.

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“The red stain in the wood of the stalls 
is from creosote.

Before we had made a circuit of the barn 
we were met by a tall, slender pipe-smoker 
whom Ryan introduced as Dr. N. D. Lusk, 
the resident veterinarian. 

“We also have a lab technician who 
comes in once a week from Chicago to do 
fecal tests and make blood counts. But 
it was Dr. Lusk who designed the hospital 
and laboratory set-up.” Ryan said. “Now 
let’s go in the house, and I'll have the 
wife make some coffee.” 

While Mrs. Ryan fussed around in the 
kitchen, her husband showed us pictures 
and books he has been collecting over the 
years and talked of his career with horses, 
He had gone from Ireland to England 
shortly after World War I and had been 
an amateur rider for several prominent 
stables. He came to the U. S. in 1928 and 
went to work for Pete Roach, who kept 
about 120 show horses at a farm at Groton. 
Mass. About a year later he went to work 
at John Jelke’s farm at Wadsworth. TIl.. 
not far from Serdar’s place. and stayed 
there 25 years.

Background to Darby Dan 


In recent years the name of John W. 
Galbreath has become more and = more 
important in the record of American rac- 
ing. Owner of plush Darby Dan Farm in 
Ohio. owner of one Kentucky farm and 
lessee of another. owner of one of the 
largest and best-bred broodmare bands in 
the country. a member of The Jockey Club. 
and director of the Greater New York 
Association. Galbreath in 25 years has 
come to stand among the sport's leaders. 
The scope of his Thoroughbred interests 
is not surprising. His knack for organiza- 
tion and his fondness for bigness has help- 
ed make him one of the country’s most 
successful businessmen. 

Galbreath was born 57 years ago on a 
small farm near Mt. Sterling. Ohio. about 
25 miles southwest of Columbus and less 
than 15 miles from his present Darby Dan 
Farm. He graduated from Mt. Sterling 
High school. where one of his friends and 
baseball teammates was John Bricker. who 
later became Ohio governor. U. S. senator, 
and vice presidential nominee. After 
receiving an A. B. degree from Ohio 
University. he moved to Columbus. where 
he has lived ever since. 

Joining with 2 of his college friends. 
Galbreath formed a small real estate 
agency in Columbus in 1920. and 9 years 
later he was earning $25.000 a year. The 
crash wiped this out, and Galbreath was 
faced with the problem of how to sell real 
estate to people who didn’t have the money 
to buy it. It was then that he engineered 
his first “package deal.” a technique which 
was to make him a rich man within the 
next few years. 


Some Big Packages 


The Columbus “package deal” was a

plan whereby prominent citizens put up 
debt-free property as security for the 
purchase of large blocks of houses upon 
which mortgages had been foreclosed. The 
resultant buying bailed out the city’s banks 
and building-and-loan associations. which 
had accumulated hundreds of houses. and 
the purchases returned a handsome profit 
a few years later when land values began 
to climb. The commissions on the sales 
helped put the Galbreath real estate busi- 
ness back on its feet. 

In 1941 Galbreath extended the pack- 
age technique to an entire town with the 
purchase of MacDonald. Ohio, a town own- 
ed by the Ohio Works of Carnegie-Ilinois. 
Galbreath bought MacDonald for $600.000. 
completely rehabilitated it. then sold the 
spruced-up homes to the Carnegie-Illinois 
workers for down payments as low as 10 
per cent. 

The MacDonald experiment received na- 
tional publicity. and soon Galbreath was 
receiving inquiries from companies 


Robert Dienst Jr. after the victory of Galbreath’s Skipper Bill. Standing by in 
the circle are Mrs. Galbreath, jockey W. B. Williams and trainer Jack Long. 
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throughout the country. Companies gener- 
ally had found town ownership a demand- 
ing burden, and Galbreath believed that 
the principal reason was that the worker 
had no pride of ownership in his home. 
He feels now that the success of his rebuilt 
towns in Utah. Pennsylvania. and Alabama 
has proved him right. 


Galbreath towns currently are under 
construction in 3 states. In Pennsylvania 
is Fairless Hills. 4.000 homes for U. S. 
Steel employees—the first town Galbreath 
ever built from scratch. A Minnesota pro- 
ject. near Duluth. will accomodate workers 
employed by iron and steel companies in 
the area. In New York he has 2 towns in 
the Lake Champlain area for Republic 
Steel employees. 


Galbreath’s ownership always is tempor- 
ary. As soon as the houses are finished. 
they are offered for sale. and his record 
of quick resale is very good. 

A few years ago Galbreath said. “You 
can't find a better investment than land 
in these days when the nation’s debt struc- 
ture makes inflation a future certainty.” 
He reaffirmed his faith in land 1954 and 
1955 with 2 of the largest deals in real 
estate history. In Chicago he built an 
office building on Wacker Drive for 
Sinelair Oil. Sinclair had wanted new 
offices in Chicago. but the company did 
not want to tie up capital and burden it- 
self with the expense and responsibility of 
ownership. Galbreath bought the land. 
constructed the building according to Sin- 
clair’s specifications. then leased space to 
Sinclair on a long-term basis. 

The Sinclair pattern was followed again 
in New York City. where Galbreath now is 
building a 43-story, one-block office build- 
ing for Socony Oil. This building. ex- 
pected to be completed some time next 
year. is the largest office building to go up 
in New York since the 1930°s. and Gal- 
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The pattern has been established...

Polo to Racing 


During Galbreath’s rise in the real estate 
world he found time for many other activi- 
ties. He served as president of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards. 
he was a member of the Ohio State Board 
of Agriculture 1937-1948, he directed a 
horse show at the Ohio State Fair. he 
headed the Christmas Seal drive — in 
Columbus. and he organized a non-profit 
to buy Red Bird Stadium in 
Columbus to keep organized baseball in 
the city. 


During the 1920°s Galbreath was one of 
the better polo players in Columbus. and 
it was his interest in polo that led to his 
first Thoroughbred purchase. Tommy Boy. 
a High Time colt foaled in 1928. <A fast 
2-year-old. Tommy Boy broke down at 3. 
and the late T. Ross Long advised Gal- 
breath to buy him as a prospective sire of 
polo ponies. Tommy Boy became the first 
stallion at the Darby Dan Farm. a 130-tract 
bought in 1935 around which the present 
farm was grown. The name Darby Dan 
come from Darby Creek and Galbreath’s 
son Dan. 


During the 1930°s and 1940°s Galbreath. 
operating on a moderate scale. enjoyed 
moderate success the Thoroughbred 
business. He bred the stakes winners 
Darby Dean. Darby Dienst. Darby Dieppe. 
In 1944 he bought 100 acres of Idle Hour 
Farm. near Lexington. from the late Col. 
FE. R. Bradley. 
early advisers. and several of Galbreath’s 
first purchases were from Idle Hour. 

Galbreath bought the central Kentucky 
farm beeause he realized the necessity for 
keeping a large number of mares in Ken- 
tucky during the breeding season. During 
the early years Darby Dan had bred its 
mares to home. stallions. but Galbreath 
soon decided it) was unwise to put so 
many eggs in one basket. 

Most out-of-state owners who buy a 
Kentucky farm keep their horses in Ken- 
tucky the year around. The Kentucky 


who had been one of his 


Darby Dan has remained merely a board- 
ing establishment, with the headquarters 
remaining in Columbus. One of the 
reasons is that Galbreath enjoys looking 
at his horses. He doesn’t have much time 
for looking in Ohio, but he would have 
much less in Kentucky. Also he enjoys 
farm ownership and management, and he 
especially is interested in pasture and hay, 
an interest attested by the condition of the 
fields. For many years Galbreath has 
kept records on each field. and he has 
spared few expenses in building his soil to 
a level of high fertilty. Another part of 
the Darby Dan pasture program is constant 
rotation. giving each field a regular rest. 
The farm grows 300 acres of hay. 


The Ohio farm now has 40 emplovees, 
2.000 acres. 12 horse barns with 131 stalls, 
a 5-furlong track (with a 7-furlong chute), 
a 4.900-foot air strip. a hangar for 2 air- 
planes. a recreation house larger than 
most residences. and a man-made _ lake 
with a man-made island. His broodmare 
band includes 6 stakes winners. one of 
which also is a stakes producer; 8 stakes 
producers: and 21 others which are sisters 
or half-sisters to stakes winners or daught- 
ers of stakes winners. In Kentucky. Gal- 
breath has leased Circle M Farm. He now 
stands 2 stallions at his Kentucky farm. 
Errard and *Agitator Tl. and owns shares

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STALLION FERTILITY 


3 Degrees Up, More Foals 


The November issue of the Racing 
Calendar, published last week. included 
The Jockey Club registry department’s 
data on stallion fertility. with the follow- 
ing remarks: 

The following statistics relate to sires which 
covered 10 or more mares in 1952. 

The number of foals reported refers to foals for 
which applications for registration were filed. It 
does not necessarily mean that all such applications 
were completed or Registration Certificates issued. 

The figures in the column headed “No Report” 
refer to mares for which no report) was received 
for 1953. The figures have a direct bearing on 
the fertility percentages which can be made more 
accurate only if the breeders co-operate by supply- 
ing reports of mares having no living foals. 


As in its tabulation last year covering 
the 1951 breeding season (foals of 1952). 
The Jockey Club publication 
fertility percentages on the basis of mares 
reported. leaving aside the report” 
group. with the result) that numerous 
stallions are credited with 100 per cent 
fertility. The Blood-Horse has recomputed 
the percentages. dividing the number of 
reported pregnancies (registration applica- 
tions plus foals dead and slipped) by 
the number of mares bred less the number 
which died. 

No matter how the percentages are 
estimated. they represent a choice among 
errors. It is virtually impossible — to 
diagnose all pregnancies. and a few of the 
mares reported barren or not reported at 
all probably lost their foals before 
diagnosis could be made. Nevertheless the 
tabulation may be accepted as closely 
approximating the actual results. 

The Jockey Club began its compilation 
of fertility data 2 years ago. when it report- 
ed only the number of mares bred and the 


estimates 


resultant} number of applications for 
registration for foals of 1951. Last year it 
extended the data to include number of 
foals slipped and dead and number of 
mares barren and unreported. This year 
it added a column for mares reported dead. 
The following tabulation summarizes the 
data for all 3 years:

Despite the slightly smaller number of 
mares bred in 1952. the number of 1953 
foals was higher than in either of the 2 
previous years. The rise from 52.7 live 
foals from 1951 breeding to 57.0 per cent 
for mares bred in 1952 apparently was a 
reflection of more favorable weather con- 
ditions in the latter season (see below). 

If the 218 mares which died are elimin- 
ated from consideration, as they have been 
in estimating the percentages below. there 
were 58.2 per cent living foals. 4.9 per 
cent foals dead and slipped. 16.4 per cent 
barren mares. and 20.5 per cent unreport- 
ed mares. 

Some of the differences between the 
breeding-year reports for 1951 and 1952 
could be accounted for by the fact that a 
much smaller number of mares were un- 
reported.

Of the 6.166 mares reported as having 
had either living or dead foals from breed- 


ing in the 1951 season. 493. or 8.0 per cent, 
slipped or produced foals which failed to 
live long enough for registry applications 
to be made. The corresponding figures 
for the 1952 breeding season were 6.540 
mares. 508 foals slipped and dead. 7.8 per 
cent. 

A total of 520 stallions were reported 
as having been bred to as many as 10 mares 
each in 1952. as compared with a total of 
537 in 1952. Their distribution according 
to the percentage of mares which had 
living foals or lost their foals is indicated 
by the following tabulation:

The distribution shows a most extra- 
ordinary difference from that of the report 
on the 1951 breeding season. Only 8.3 
per cent of the stallions had fertility 
percentages below 40. as compared with 
17.5 per cent for 1951; below the 60 per 
cent level were 38.8 per cent. as compared 
with 55.1 per cent for the previous year. 
Percentages of 80 or higher were obtained 
by 13.5 per cent of the stallions in 1952, 
as against 8.0 per cent in 1951. 

The most plausible explanation for the 
difference appeared to lie in the weather. 
At Lexington. for instance. the early 
months of 1952 averaged about 3 degrees 
warmer than in 195]. 

Wherever the number of live foals was 
less than the number of reported 
pregnancies. the live-foal percentage is 
given in a separate column.

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STUD MANAGERS COURSE 


Soils, Stallions, Genetics. . . 


The following are synopses of talks made 
during the fifth annual Stud Managers 
Course. held November 7-9 at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. The speakers included 
in this installment are Robert Hackett. 
editor of the Horseman and Fair World,

STALLION MANAGEMENT 
Clarkson Beard 


The more records a stallion owner or 
manager has at his disposal the better job 
he will be able to do for the stallion. But 
before we can evaluate the records of any 
stallion. or any group of stallions. we need 
an over-all background. The first table. 


which compares the percentage of live 
foals to the number of mares bred in 1950 
and 1951 in both Great Britain and the 
United States. gives an idea of what can 
be expected. At the bottom is the record 
for one farm—Greentree—from 1948-1952.

|The figures Beard presented also in- 
cluded a projected estimate of pregnancies 
for Greentree Farm. the U. S.. and Great 
Britain. He found that 73.5 per cent of 
the mares bred at Greentree were got in 
foal. and estimated that the U. S. at large 
got 62 to 63 per cent of its mares in foal. 
and that Great Britain got 66 to 67 per 
cent in foal.] 

One of the most important factors in 
measuring the efficiency of a stallion is 
the number of covers per pregnancy. A 
figure of one is perfection. 3 is all right. 
and above 3 is somewhat inefficient. At 
Greentree we not only have kept records 
on the covers per pregnancy. but we have 
broken down our 8-year average of 2.84 
by months. Many breeders believe that 
they save time by breeding as many mares 
as possible in February and early March. 


For us, breeding in those early months 
has not been efficient, as the following 
table shows:

The table points out one of the big 
problems of stallion management.  Al- 
though the calendar breeding season is 
about 4 months. the effective season is 
from 60 to 75 days. 

Later I will return to the question of 
the effect of the weather in breeding 
success. but now [I would like to show a 
table which illustrates the relative 
success of various methods of breeding.

I think these figures will surprise horse- 
men who have not kept records on each 
classification. The maiden mare usually 
is considered a poor risk. but we have 
found maiden mares to be our best group 
in both percentage of pregnancies and in 


covers per pregnancy. Also. for us the 
9-day mares are not as bad as many 
people would believe. You will notice 


that they have a better record in covers 
per pregnancy than do the barren mares. 

The next table relates the number of 
pregnancies to the number of heat periods 
in which the mare is bred. and the figures 
that the percentage of mares got 
in foal after the third period is negligible. 
The total number of mares bred was 1.168.

Figures such as these can help a stallion. 
You can see that the breeding of Bimelech 


early in the season is an unprofitable 
practice. Although it may result in crowd- 
ing later in the season. the record 


is so much better in late March. April. and 
May that we do better waiting. The usual 
argument is that every mare you get in foal 
in February is one less mare in April or 
May. Of course. that is true. However. 
I think often the gain is more apparent 
than actual. The mares which are bred 
in February usually are the barren mares, 
many of which are consistently difficult 
to get in foal. It has been my experience 
that a much higher percentage of these 
mares can be stopped on the first service 
if you wait until the warmer months. This 
year the first 3 mares I bred in February 
I was still breeding in June. 

Shut Out offers a distinct contrast to 
Bimelech. He maintains a consistent per- 
centage throughout the season. We are 
much more willing to breed mares to win 
early, since he has as good a chance of 
stopping them early as late. 

The last table I have is a very prelimi-

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nary report on something which we hope 
will be a great aid in stallion management 
in the future. The data were collected on 
several central Kentucky farms this spring 
by Dr. Fritz Haag of the Southwest 
Foundation for Research and Education, of 
San Antonio, Texas. More research will 
be needed before any conclusions can be 
drawn. but if additional tests bear out 
what we have learned to date we may be 
able to improve our rate of pregnancy 
considerably. The test used by Dr. Haag 
in his research is concerned with determin- 
ing the silver-reducing content of a stal- 
lion’s sperm. I don’t know enough about 
the test to speak on it. but it appears that 
we might have a method of determining 
the stallion’s relative fertility before each 
breeding. Here are the figures compiled 
by Dr. Haag:

Although the number of covers where 
the count was above 3 is too small to draw 
a definite conclusion. it certainly appears 
to be worth a thorough investigation. We 
know that a stallion’s fertility varies dur- 
ing the breeding season. We certainly 
could do a much better job of stallion 
management if we could determine when 
and how much. 


SOILS AND FERTILIZERS 
M. S. Allman 


In improving the fertility of any soil 3 
steps must be taken: (1) collect adequate 
data (2) have the data analyzed by an 
adequate laboratory. and (3) fertilize to 
the extent indicated by the results of the 
analysis. Each step appears simple. but. 
unfortunately. there is plenty of room for 
mistakes. 

The collection of adequate data requires 
time and care. Some farmers will go into 
a 100-acre field and take 3 soil samples. 
They send the results to a laboratory. re- 
ceive the analysis. fertilize as recommend- 
ed. and then wonder why they don’t get 
the results they expected. The reason. of 
course, is that they didn’t have enough 
samples. Even within a particular field 
the soil can vary tremendously. That is 
why I always recommend that soil samples 
be taken for every 2 acres. It is well 
worth the trouble. Before a farmer takes 
soil samples he should find out what type 
of soil he has on his farm. He should take 
care to keep his various soil types separ- 
ate. and. of course. he should keep the 
samples from different fields separate. 

To make sure that samples are taken 
from each section of each field) get an 
aerial photograph of your farm. then 
trace each field on a piece of onion-skin 
paper. By following the scale on the 
aerial photograph. you will be able to 
plot each field accurately. 


You should get about 6 inches of soil 
in each sample. Of course, you don't 
actually need that much for a test. but you 
want to get a sample of the soil at root. 
level. Be sure to number each sample as 
it is placed in a bag. Every tenth sample, 
or about every 20 acres, go down 18 inches 
instead of 6. You have to know the 
fertility of your subsoil as well as_ the 
fertility of your topsoil. Good subsoil is 
just as important for good crops as good 
topsoil. After you have collected the 
samples. let them air-dry. Oven-drying 
can ruin certain types of soil samples. 

The analysis usually is best handled by 
a laboratory in your vicinity. because it 
will be better acquired with the 
characteristics of your soil. 

After you receive report of soil 
analysis. you have the problem of applying 
fertilizer in the proper amounts to bring 
vour fields to peak fertility. Each field 
needs the proper proportion of nitrogen, 
phosphorus. and potash. plus certain trace 
minerals. Nitrogen growth and 
protein content of the plant. Phosphorus 
is necessary for quality growth of the 
plant. Potash is necessary for 
legume growth. The 
minerals have particular 
certain crops. 

When applying fertilizer remember that 
nitrogen. phosphorus. and potash must be 
kept in proper balance if you are to get

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in any one element it will not yield a top 
crop. 

When you buy fertilizer don’t buy strictly 
according to price. You are buying units 
of plant food. and the fertilizer which gives 
the most plant units per dollar is the 
cheapest. If you want nitrogen for quick 
growth. ammonium nitrate is a better buy 
than ammonium sulphate. although it costs 
more per ton, 

Don't buy mixed fertilizer merely be- 
cause it is convenient. If the mixed 
fertilizer is in the proportion you need, 
and you want to save time, buy it. If you 
can’t find mixed fertilizer in the propor- 
tion you need, it is worth the effort to buy 
each component separately. 

Trace minerals should be bought in a 
prepared mix. Any prepared mix will 
contain minerals which your soil will not 
need. but it will contain each of those your 
soil does need. It is too expensive to have 
a mix prepared especially for your 
specifications. 

On pasture land I think many farmers 
lose money by ignoring legumes. A blue- 
grass pasture will need much more 
nitgrogen than a pasture of bluegrass and 
clover. I think legumes should be main- 
tained in any pasture. because they are a 
cheap source of nitrogen. and because they 
are a good source of proteins and minerals. 

Many farmers make a mistake when they 
plow under a cover crop of legumes. They 
assume that the legumes will supply all

of the nitrogen that the soil will need to 
produce a crop. This is true the second 
year that a crop is planted, but the first 
year the field will need additional nitrogen. 
The reason is that the bacteria in the soil 
which break down the cover crop need 
nitrogen. Unless additional nitrogen is 
applied. the bacteria will use most of the 


available nitrogen. leaving little for the 
growing crop. 

You should keep a_ record of the 
fertilizer applied to each field. The owner 
of a group of mares always keeps complete 
records on each breeding season. Yet the 
same man often will trust his memory as 
to when each field was fertilized. what type 
of fertilizer was applied. and how much 
fertilizer was applied. Obviously mistakes 
will be made unless the information is 
written down. Pastures or crops are no 
better than the quality of the soil in 
which they are grown, and it is much 
easier to maintain good soil. if you know 
the past history of the field. 


GENETICS 
Dr. Dewey Steele 


Two influences affect every  life— 
heredity and environment. They cannot 
be separated. and often it is not possible 
to distinguish between them. In_ horse 
racing I have found that trainers are the 
greatest believers in heredity and that 
owners are the greatest believers in 
environment. 

We must realize that there are 2 types 
of inheritance, qualitative and quantitative. 
The qualitative includes such features as 
coat color. eye color, and the set of the 
ears on the horse’s head. Quantitative 
inheritance concerns the degree to which 
a characteristic is inherited. All horses 
can run, and all inherit some ability to

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run: it is the degree to which they inherit 
the ability which is important. The 
qualitative traits are affected little by 
environment. The quantitative traits may 
be affected greatly by environment. 
One of the things which must be 
remembered in the inheritance of quantita- 
tive characteristics is that the extremes 
tend to swing back toward the middle. 
The mating of the best race horse in the 
world and the best mare will not produce 
a horse as good as either of the parents. 
However. the result of such a mating is 
almost certain to be well above the aver- 
age. Also. the mating of a very bad 
stallion and a very bad probably 
will produce a horse which is better than 
either of the parents. The result of that 
mating in most cases. however. still will 
fall below the average of the breed. 
Inbreeding is a practice which has been 
followed much more extensively in farm 
animals other than the horse. and there 
is a good reason for the lack of inbreeding 
in Thoroughbreds. Experiments in other 
animals have proved that inbreeding in- 
variably produces more uniformity. less 
vigor. In certain species the products of 
inbreeding are desirable. but it is obvious 
why it is not a popular practice in horses. 


LAMENESS 
Dr. W. F. Guard 


Most of the trouble we have with lame- 
ness in horses comes from getting out of 
tune with nature. To prevent a horse from 
developing lameness it is necessary to 
know and understand the horse’s system of 
locomotion. Much lameness is caused by 
asking too much of horses. especially young 
horses. think if owners and_ trainers 
knew a little more about the bone and 
muscle structure of the horse they would 
not expect the impossible. 

Once lameness occurs. enough time must 
be allowed for proper treatment and 
recuperation, The veterinarian must be 
given a complete history of the horse. in- 
cluding the first symptoms of lameness. 
Many times a simple ailment develops 
into a major one because the trainer does 
not ease up on the horse as soon as 
symptoms appear. Any horse which has 
tendon, ligament. or suspensory trouble 
is lame. The trouble may be minor. but 
the horse is lame. 

Recuperation cannot be hurried if good 
results are expected. This means that 
often it is just as difficult to treat the 
owner or trainer as it is the horse. The 
horse must be supervised during his recup- 
eration by someone who understands the 
healing processes. This person must be 
able to realize when the horse is ready 
for exercise and how much exercise he 
should get. The regrowing of tendon and 
ligament tissue is a slow process. and you 
can't speed up nature. Many make the 
mistake of assuming that the horse is 
ready to return to training when he walks 
without showing signs of lameness. Of

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course, this is not an indication that the 
horse is healed; it merely means that he 
is making some progress. 

Genetics offers one of the best preven- 
tions of lameness for the breeder. The 
well made horse certainly is not guaran- 
teed to produce sound horses. Conforma- 
tion, however. plays an obvious part in 
lameness. and you are inviting trouble if 
you don't get the best conformation you 
can find. 


HARNESS RACING 
Robert Hackett 


The United States Trotting Association 
is the organization which governs most of 
the organized harness racing in the U. S. 
It sets standards for the entire country in 
regard to times, supervision of racing. and 
officials. The principal function of the 
organization. however. is to keep the sire- 
and-dam book of the Standardbred. 

Trotting has increased tremendously in 
popularity in recent years. There now 
are about 500 trotting meetings each year 
in the U.S. Thirty-eight of these are at 
major tracks. the remainder at various 
district and county fairs. Attendance at 
major tracks now has grown to 10,000.000 
a year. and the USTA estimates that more 
than 5.000.000 attend the fair meetings. 

Standardbred breeding also is growing 
very fast. Over 2.000 foals are produced 
each year. Ohio is the leading state in 
the country in the breeding of Standard-

breds. A smaller percentage of Standard- 
bred foals are sold as yearlings than in 
the Thoroughbred business. although 
major Standardbred yearling auctions are 
held each fall at Lexington and at Harris- 
burg. Pa. There is a much greater foreign 
market for American-bred trotters and 
pacers than ever before. Italy. Japan. 
Aus alia. and New Zealand are among 
the countries which have sent buyers to 
the U. S. in the last couple of years.
